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C The Preface. 


Here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well deri- 
ſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in continuance of time 
hath not been corrupted : as (among other things ) ir 
may plainly appear by che Common prayers in the Church, 

commonly called Divine Service. The firſt original and ground 
whereof, if a man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall 
finde that the ſame was not ordained but of a good purpoſe , and 
for a great advancement of godlineſs. For they fo ordered rhe mate 
ter, that all the whole Bible (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould 
be read over once every year: intending thereby, that the Clergy 

and ſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters of the congregation , ſhould 
(by often reading and meditation of Gods word). be ſtirred up to 
godlineſs chemſelves, and be more able to exhort others by whole- 
ſome doctrine, and to confute them that were adverſaries to the 
truth. And further, that the people, by dayly hearing of holy Scri- 
pture read in the Church, ſhould continually profit more and more 
in the knowledge of God, and be the more inflamed” with the love 
of his true religion. But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and 
decent order of the ancient Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, 
and neglected, by planting in uncertain: Stories, Legends, Reſponds, 

Verſes, vain Repetitions, Commemorations, and Synodals, thar- 
commonly when any book of the Bible was begun , before three or 
four Chapters were read out, all the reſt were unread. And in 
this-ſort, the book of Eſay was begun in Advent, and the book of 
Genelis in Septuageſima: bur they were only begun, and never read 

through. After like ſort were other books of holy Scripture uſed. 

And moreover, whereas S. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken to 
the people in the Church, as they might underſtand and have profit 
by hearing the fame: the ſervice in this Church of England ( theſe 

many years) hath been read in Latin to the people, which they un- 
deritood. not: ſo that they have heard with their ears onely, and 

their heart, ſpirit, and minde have not been edified thereby. And 


fanhermore, notwichſtanding that the ancient fathers: have divided

_ Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered , here is ſer forth ſuch 
an order, whereby the ſame ſhalf be redreſſed. And for a readineſs 
in this matter, here is drawn out a Kalendar for that purpoſe, which 
is plain and eaſie to be underſtood , wherein ( ſomuch as may be) 
the reading of holy Scripture is ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be 
done in order, ED breaking one piece thereof from another. For 
this cauſe be. cut off Anthemes , Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch 
like things as did break the continual courſe of the reading of the 
Scripture. Vet becauſe there is no remedy , but that of neceiſity 
there muſt be ſome rules , therefore certain rules are here ſet forth, 
which as they be few in number, ſo they be plain and eaſie to be un- 
derſtood. So that hene you have an order for prayer ( as touching 
the reading of holy Scripture) much agreeable to the minde and 
purpoſe of the old Lathers, and a great deal more profitable and 
commodious then that which of late was uſed. . It is more profita- 
ble, becauſe here are left out many things, whereof ſome be un- 
true, ſome uncertain , ſome vain and ſuperſtitious, and nothing is 
ordained to he read, but the very pure word of God, the boly 
Scriptures, or that which is evidently grounded upon the ſame, and 
that in ſuch a language and order, as is molt eaſie and plain for the 
underſtanding both of the readers and hearers. It js alſo more com- 
modious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for the plainneſs of the 
order, and for that the rules be few and eaſie. Furthermore, by this 
order the Curates ſhall need none other Books for their publique 
ſervice, but this Book and the Bible. By the means whereof , the 
peop:e {hall not be at ſo great charges for books, as in times paſt they

And forafmuch as nothing can almoſt be ſo 1 fortli . but 
doubts may ariſe in the uſe and practiſe of the fame: To appeife all 
ſuch diverſity, (if any ariſe) and for the teſolution of all doubts 
concerning the maner how to underſtand, do, and execute the things 
contained in this Book, the parties that fo doubt, or diverſly take 
any thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, who by 
his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appeaſing of the 
fame, ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained 
in this Book. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then 
he may fend for the reſolution thereof to the Archbiſhop.

Let all things be done among you, ſaith Saint 
Paul, in a ſeemly and due order. The appoint- 
ment of the which order pertaineth not to private 
men: therefore no man oughtt to take in hand, nor 
preſume to appoint or alter any publick or com- 
mon order in Chriſts Church, except he be law- 
fully called and authoriſed thereunto. 

And whereas in chis our time, the mindes of 
men are ſo divers that ſome think it a great mat - 
ter of conſcience, to depart from à piece of the 
leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to 
theix old Cuſtomes: and again on the other ſide, 
ſome he ſo new fangled, that they would innovate 
all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that ndthing can 
like them but that is-new : it was thought ex- 
pedient, not ſo much to have reſpect how 
do pleaſe and ſatis fie either of theſe parties, as 
how to pleaſe God, and profit them boch. And yet 
leſt any man ſhould be ofſended, whom good rea- 
ſon might ſatis ie, here be certain cauſes rendred, 
why ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put 

away, and ſome retained and kept ſtill. 
Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs 
and multitude of them hath ſo — in theſe

bules could not well be taken away, the thing re- 
maining ſtill. But now as concerning thoſe per- 
ſons, which peradventure will be offended, for 
that ſome of the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill; 
if they conſider that without ſome Ceremonies it 
is not polsible ro keep any order, or quiet diſci- 
pline in the Church, they ſhall eaſily perceive juſt 
cauſe to reform their judgements. And if they 
think much that any of the old do remain, and 
would rather have all deviſed anew : then ſuch 
men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be 
had, ſurcly where the old may be well uſed, there 
they cannot - reaſonably reprove the old, on- 
ly for their age, without bewraying of their own 
folly For in ſuch a caſe, they ought rather to have 
reverence unto them for their antiquity, if they 
wil! declare themafelyes to be more ſtudious of u- 
nity and concord, then of innovations and new- 
fangledneſs, which (as much as may be, with the 


trus ſetting forth of Chriſts Religion) is always to 


be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch ſhall have no 
juſt cauſe with che ( eremonies reſerved to be of- 
tended. For as. thoſe be taken away which were 
moſt abuſed; and did burthen mens conſciences, 
without any cauſe: ſo the other that remain, are 
retained for a diſciplineand order, which ( upon 
ju 
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juſt cauſes) may be altered and changed, and 
therefoxe are not to be eſteenied equal with: Gods 
Law. And moreover, they be neither dark nor 
dumb Ceremonies, but are ſo ſet forth, that eve- 
ry man may underſtand what they do mean, 
and to what uſe they do ſerve. So that it is not 
like, that they in time to come, ſhould be abuſed 
as other have been. And in theſe our doings we 
condemn; no other Nations, nor. preſcribe any 
thing but to our own people only. For we think it 
convenient, that every Countrey ſhould uſe ſuch 
Ceremonies, as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting 
forth of Gods honor and glory, and to the redu- 
cing of the people to a molt perfect and godly li- 
ving, without error or ſuperſtition: And that 
they ſhould put away other things, which from 
time to time they perceiveto be moſt abuſed, as 
in mens ordinances it often chanceth diverſly, in 
divers Countreys.

promiſe to be obedient unto the will of God. And that no man 
ſhall think that any detriment ſhall come to children by defęrring of 
their Confirmation, he ſnall know for truth, that it is certain by 
Gods Word, that children being baptized, have all things neceſſary 
for their ſalvation, and be undoubtedly ſaved.

I is evident unto all men, diligeũtly reading holy Scri- 
pture, and ancient Authors, that from the Apoſtles time, 
there hath been theſe ardery of Miniſters in Chriſts 
Church, Biſhops, Prieſts and Deacons ? Which Offiggs 
were e vermore had in ſuch reverent eſtimation that no man 
by his own private authority, might preſume to x ecte ny 
of them, except de were firſt called, tried, Examined and 
knovyn to have ſuch qualities, as were requilite for the ſame, 
and alſo by publique prayer, wick impoſition of Mn, ap- 
proved and admitted thereunto. And therefore, to the in- 
tent theſe orders ſnoud be continued, and reverently uſed 
and eſteemed in this Church of England, it is requiſite that 
no man, (not being at this preſent, Biſhop, Prieſt, nor Dea- 
con) ſhall execute any of them, except he be called, tried, 
examined, and admitted, according to the Form hereafter 
following. And none ſhall be admitted a Deacon, except he 
be twenty one years of age at the leaſt. And every man 
which is to be admitted a Prieſt, ſhall be full four and twenty 
years old.
